Sheraton was no vivid per- 
sonality in English cabinet- 
making history.

He is 
noted for his graceful chairs, 
tables and = sidcboards, and his 
tea caddies, knife boxes and fire 
screens are beloved collectors’ 
pieces today. His books of de~- 
sign were financial: failures, and 
he could admit no good in any 
design .which did not spring 
from his own brain. 


Robert Mainwaring was, the
